Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1948, 

It  will  be  noted  that  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  the  population  has  increased  from  5,771  in 
1947  to  6,058  in  1948. 

Both  birth  rate  and  death  rate  for  your  area  and  for 
England  and  Wales  have  fallen  as  compared  with  1947.  The 
death  rate  for  Shepshed  in  1948  is  the  lowest  on  record.  The 
death  rate  for  infants  under  1  year  of  age  is  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Under  the  heading  of  “  General  Provision  of  Health 
Services”  a  resume  is  given  of  the  great  changes  that  have 
taken  place. 

A  Ministry  of  Health  inquiiy  with  regard  to 
extension  of  Sewage  Disposal  W^orks,  and  extension  of 
Sewerage  to  the  “Forest”  area  ivas  held,  and  the  Ministry 
agreed  to  a  modified  form  of  the  extensions. 

During  the  year  47  houses  ^vere  completed,  39  by 
the  local  authority  and  8  by  private  enterprise.  The  houses 
in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  100.  The 
number  of  applications  for  Council  houses  was  325. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  housing  can  proceed  at  a 
greater  rate  so  that  early  consideration  can  be  given  to  the  sub* 
standard  dwellings  which  now  of  necessity,  have  to  be  occupied. 

41  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified,  19 
Scarlet  Fever,  all  of  which  were  mild.  Only  5  cases  of  Measles 
and  8  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported.  Although  there 
were  only  6  cases  of  Pneumonia,  2  died. 

Only  4  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  this 
is  lower  than  usual. 

On  and  after  July  5th,  the  County  Council  are 
responsible  for  Immunisation. 

I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  public  health 
staff  of  the  Count}?"  Council  for  their  ever  willing  help  and 
co-operation. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones,  Surveyor 
and  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  assistance  throughout 
the  year  and  in  compiling  this  report,  and  to  you  gentlemen 
for  your  kindness  and  co-operation.

GENERAL  provisions  for  the  Health  Services  up  to  July  4th 
were  the  same  as  in  my  Report  for  1947,  and  the  following 
embodies  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  from  July  ath  to 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Hospitals  :  From  July  5th  all  except  some  private  Maternity 
and  Nursing  Homes  were  taken  over  by  the  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  j^revious  are  still  mainly 
used  but  other  hospitals  under  the  Hoard  are  available, 
and  occasionally  some  outside  the  area  of  the  Sheffield 
Region. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  :  As  formerly  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  is  still  held  at  the  Adult  Schools 
Hall,  Shepshed,  under  the  County  Council  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  John  Street,  Loughborough,  but 
the  latter  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Ambulance  Facilities  :  From  July  5th  all  Ambulance 
services  were  provided  by  the  County  Council,  but  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  undertook  the  work  as 
agents  of  the  County  Council,  and  in  this  area  the 
service  is  mainly  proAuded  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  at  Loughborough,  and  partly  from  the  County 
Ambulance  Depot,  Leicester.
